Great farm surplusc.-. arc ntUl with ^is. Na- 
tional measures taken to reduce or eliminate 
them have liad only Umllcd success. Yet to be 
developed by Kovbrnmeiit Is a more sweeping 
attack on llic problem. 

We have already df-scii-sscd briefly the .i.^- 
eaiilt proposed by the Commlltco for Eco- 
nomic Development, a lorward-looklnK agen- 
cy comprLscd of top biLslnessmcn and dolnR 
-rcscarcli-fllmcd at...bcUerlnK_lli_ls couiUry'.s_ 
economy. . , 

Tlic meat of thl.^ proposal call.'i for rcduc- 
iHR the amount of land and ihc number of 
people cnEaged In farmlnft, The suRgestlon 
lias resulted In no Utile comment, pro and 
con. 

It Is the CED's belief that extstlnR federal 
programs arc devoted basically to shoring up 
an "unreal price structure that encourages 
overproduction of farm products and keeps 
too iminy people In farmlnp." 

Qgency refers, of course, to subsidies, 
price supports nnd their variations as linked 
■with conssrvatlon practices In the soil bank 
pJCRram. 

■ Trom time to lime In the last year or so., 
some measurable dents have been made In 
larm surpluses, which began accumulating 
Udder the old JiJgJi. rJgJd -support plan in 
force In the early aftermath of World war 
II. 

Possibly the soil bank plfin merits some 
credit, but evidence suBgest.s that most should 
go to vigorous export progrtims developed In 
recent times. 

Yet neither approach seems lar-rcachlng. 
Cuts In acrcaRC under the soil bank tend to 
bo off.*iet by higher crop yields per acre. And 
there Is uncertainty a.i to how long foreign 
lands will take our steppcd-up exports. 

What the CED proposes Is Indeed sweep- 
ing. It recommends not the temporary set- 
ting aside of some acreage but tho long-term 
retirement, of whole rarm,s from production. 
And It would accompany this move with the 
shift of many farmers to other pursuits In 
towns and cities. 

Naturally, it docs not suffgcst a wrenching 
change which would leave any Idled farmers 
destitute or roamlne the cotmtryalde- in lu- 
tUe quest for work, or otherwise disrupt tho 
functioning of our farm and Industrial op- 
erations.' 

Special programs would be needed to as- 
sist farmers to find "other work, and to tide 
them over until that time. These could cost 
a eood deal of money, but the CED figures, 
the outlay would bc'somewhat less Uian that 
Involved In present farm programs. The lat- 
ter would be gradually eliminated as a spur 
to farmers' transfer to other activities. 

One can anticipate stout opposition to such 
proposals In a Rood many places, from the 
larm to Die halls ot congress. But It 'would 
scfim Incumbent upon any critics to come up 
with a plan as stiffly realistic as the CED's. 
This Is a tough-mlndcd contribution to a dif- 
ficult problem. * 



STRONfi-AR.'^r TACTICS 
Having failed to win satisfaction In the 
United Nations lor their demands upon 
Duicli-hcld West New Guinea, the Indone- 
sians now have turned to strong-arm tactics. 
The expulsion ot 50.000 Dutch nationals 
-and the closing of all Dutcli consulates In In- 
donesia may be followed by the expropriation 
of 1.3 billion dollars In Dutch economic hold- 
ings In the Island nation. 

These holdings, of course.- mean a great de.il 
to tho shriveled Dutch empire, Indonesian 
leaders obviously think the economic pres- 
sure may work where appeals to the U.N. have 
not. 

Undoubtedly It would be ciulte a luxury for 
the Dutch to adhere to principle In this mat- 
ter. But lt~01iRht to be noted that principle 
Is on their side. 

On tlie Indonesian side there Is, neither law 
nor justice nor morality. Tlierc la only emo- 
tion. 

iUldc from a rough geographical proxim- 
ity, no real hnk exists between West New 
Guinea (Elnst Now Guinea It, Australian) n,nd 
the Indonesian Island chain. 

The overwhelming bulk of West New Guin- 
ea's population of some 775^000 consists of 
native Papuans, a Negroid Lslsnd group. In 
donc.".ln»s arc Mongoloids wjih no r.icJa) tics 
. to Papuans at all. 

Of all the' emerRcnt Asiatic peoples who 
have come to Independence since World war 
II. the Indonesians have done, perhaps the 
poorest ]ob of running their countrj-. Tlicy 
surely are 111-qunJlIled lo niic a lorclpn is- 
land. 

If the New Guinea Papuans ever need free- 
dom from Dutch rule. It should be the United 
Nations, not Indonesia, which takes them 
■ under Its care.
